“Contrast this with the many 
jchores which the child per- 
formed in time past, and still 
\performs in some rural homes” 
| This does not mean that he or 
any one advocates a return to 
“child labor” and all its evils. 


But anyone who knows chil- 
dren, knows that they like to 
work at something real, if the 
work is presented to them in the 
proper way. 

Children will dig in a garden, 
sew on an apron, help bake a 
cake or paint a chair with eager 
enthusiasm. But most of them 
are smart enough to detect 
“busy work” and to be repelled 
by it. 

We can’t go back to the time 
when boys chopped the wood 
and brought in the coal. We 
can’t go back to the farm. 

Even in a small apartment, 
however, there are things chil- 
dren can do, REAL things, if the 
adults of the family have the 
patience and ingenuinty to work 
for them.
